THE FOREIGN LOANS AND TAXES 


The people should be reminded that this 


government is in debt, as a result of the war, 
some $24,000,000,000. It is not generally remem- 
bered that approximately $10,000,000,000 of that 
sum represents loans to foreign governments. 


These loans are evidenced in the Treasury 


of the United States by demand notes bearing 
interest at five per cent, signed by representa- 
tive's of the foreign government. There is a pro- 
vision in each one of these notes that on request 
of the Secretary of the Treasury of the United 
States these notes may be converted into bonds | 
of the government -whose representative hasj 
signed them, bearing the rate of interest vrhich' 
was agreed upon in the note. 


The singular situation which confronts us 


now, after forty-three months since the first loan 
was made, is that none of these notes have been 
converted to the bonds of the country to which 
the loan was made, and we understand the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury has made no such de- 
mand. 


More than this, by the end of this calendar 


vear, or in other words in about one month more, 
the interest accrued will be $1.200.000,000. All 
that has been paid has been $433.000,000. There 
has been really no effort made to collect it, and 
in fact the Secretary of the Treasury declares 
that no effort will be made to collect this account 
during the three or four years of the reconstruc- 
tion period. 


But during this period the American people 


are taxed to meet an amount which might be 
raised on these loans, and that amount is $500,- 
000,000 for each year. This is not the worst 
phase however of this situation. 
There is a 


growing feeling abroad that this $10,000,000,000 
should not be paid back to America but should 
represent her part of the cost of the World War. 
We should not be mean or niggardly about our 
part, or our willingness to pay our part, for the 
final victory, but surely when the selfishness of 
these nations is seen, and the reparation clauses 
of the Treaty are read, and the territory and 
money which these other nations get from Ger- 
many is noted, there is an entirely different light 
shed upon America's responsibility. 


If the obligations of Great" Britain and 


France to America are ever cancelled, they 
should be cancelled-only with the understanding 


. that these other countries should disgorge their 
ill-gotten gains in the interest of justice and per- 
manent peace.
